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1 . The examiner acknowledges the addition of new claim 20 by the amendment 
filed on 9/13/06. Claims 1-20 are presented for examination. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. The drawings filed on 9/29/03 
show three figures 1-3 (page numbers lOh-j). These figures 1-3 do not relate to the 
claimed invention and the specification of the invention describes only figures 1-2 and 
the description of the figures are different than the figures of the drawings filed on 
9/29/03. Figures 1-3 of the drawings must show every feature in the claims or the 
features not shown in the drawings must be canceled from the claims. No new matter 
should be entered. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action.

3. The specification is objected to because the description of the drawing figures in 
the specification does not correspond to figures 1-3 in the drawings. Furthermore, the 
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specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

4. Claims 1 -1 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

As per claims 1 and 10, the word -and- should be inserted after ";" at the end of 
step (h) in each claim. 

As per dependent claims 2-9 and 11-16, the claims incorporate the deficiencies 
of the respective parent claims. 

5. Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The examiner notes the following ambiguities. 
However, all claims should be revised carefully to eliminate all grammatical enrors and 
antecedent basis problems. 

As per claim 17, the claim is incomplete. It is unclear as to how the preamble 
objective of "a method for removing a subject board from the system while the 
application is running" is accomplished by the steps of the method. 

As per dependent claims 18-20, the claims incorporate the deficiencies of the 
parent claim. 

6. Claims 1-16 would be allowable over the prior art of record if amended to 
overcome the objection set forth in paragraph 4 of this office action. Claims 17-20 
would be allowable if amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in paragraph 5 of this Office action. 

The followinc is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance : 
The claimed invention is directed to "a method of live extraction of a board 
without using a centralized controller". The examiner has done complete search and 
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found no prior art of record, alone or in combination, teaches or fairly suggests the 
limitation such as "alerting subject board of the intention to remove it; subject board 
reporting its alerted state to middleware and preventing new transactions on all 
appropriate boards in accordance with the application" in combination with other 
claimed elements as claimed in independent method claim 1 and similar limitations in 
independent method claims 10 & 17. Dependent claims 2-9. 11-16 and 18-20 further 
limit the subject matter of the respective parent claims. Therefore, the invention as 
claimed in claims 1-16 is considered allowable because combinations recited in the 
claims are patentably distinguished from the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted in 
response to this office action to avoid processing delays. Such submissions should be 
clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance". 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on 9/13/06 have been fully considered but are moot 
in view of new grounds of rejection.
